New York republicans will make no 
mistake if they select Trubee F. Davi- 
son, Assistant Secretary of War for Air 
as their ¢andidate for the Governorship 
of the State. He has demonstrated in 
the office he holds great capacity as an 
executive, as a creator of harmony in 
administration, and as a director who, 
while economical, has produced efficien- 
cy. When Mr. Davison assumed his 
present office six years ago, serious fric- 
tion endangered the relations of the 
ground Army and the Air Corps, and the 
value of both, consequently, was threat- 
ened.

The naval property at and in the vici- 
nity of Balboa, Canal Zone, including 
the naval radio station, Balboa, is de- 
signated as the United States naval sta- 
tion, Balboa, Canal Zone. 

The naval property at Algiers, La., is 
designated as the United States naval 
station, New Orleans. The naval oper- 
ating bases at Key West, New Orleans, 
Pearl Harbor, and in the Canal Zone are 
abolished. 

These changes are administrative 
changes and in no way affect the oper- 
ating status of the localities referred to. 


Decision Denies R. F. C. 
Detail of Army Officers 


Holding that active officers of the 
Army may not be detailed to civilian 
duties under the government without 
specific legislation, Comptroller General 
McCarl has rejected a request of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation that 
it be permitted to employ Army Engi- 
neers, 

The Corporation wanted to employ 
ofticers of the Corps of Engineers, giving 
them extra pay, to report and recom- 
mend upon reconstruction self-liquidat- 
ing loans. 

The ful] text of the Comptroller’s rul- 
ing follows: 

Director, 

Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 
Sir: 

Consideration has been given to your 
letter of August 2, 1932, as follows: 

“The Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
is undertaking the organization of an engi- 
neering section to report and recommend 
upon reconstruction § self-liquidating loans, 
and to that end is seeking the temporary de- 
tail to such section, by the President, of an 
officer or officers of the Corps of Engineers of 
the United States Army. 

“It is not known what length of time will 
be concerned in the services proposed. 

“It is the desire of the Corporation to com- 
pensate these officers to the extent that will 
insure them against loss in the temporary as- 
signment contemplated, involving as it will 
the necessity of their maintenance of two 
establishments and of being under extensive 
additional expense. Moreover, the work anti- 
cipated will be driving and heavy beyond the 
ordinary. It is, therefore, the purpose of the 
Corporation to pay them commensurately. 

“Q. Can the Corporation pay these officers 
an equitable sum additional to their Army 
pay? 

“Q. Can these officers accept such an ad- 
ditional emolument without jeopardy to their 
Army compensations or commissions? 

“Attention is invited to Section 4 of Pub- 
lic—No. 2—72d Congress, in which appears 
the following language: ‘It shall have power 
* * * to select, employ, and fix the compen- 
sation of such officers, employees, attorneys, 
and agents as shall be necessary for the 
transaction of the business of the Corpora- 
tion, without regard to the provisions of other 
laws applicable to the employment and com- 
pensation of officers or employees of the 
United States’. 

“It is the Corporation’s presumption that 
it may compensate the officers in question 
equitably, in addition to their Army pay, 
within the terms and intent of the quotation.

Admiral Rock to Retire 


Rear Adm. George H. Rock, 
USN, chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, applied for 
retirement Oct. 1.

Adm. Richard H. Leigh, USN, Com- 
mander, Battle Force, U. S. Fleet, re- 
lieved Adm. Frank H. Schofield, USN, 
as Commander-in-Chief, United States 
Fleet, flagship USS Pennsylvania, on 
Aug. 10. 

Admiral Schofield, who has had duty 
afloat since June, 1929, is ordered to the 
Navy Department as a Member of the 
General Board. He served as Comman- 
der Battleship Division 4, Battle Fleet, 
from June, 1929, to May, 1930, when he 
became Commander-in-Chief, Battle 
Fleet with the rank of Admiral. He be- 
came Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Fleet, retaining the rank of Ad- 
miral, on Sept. 15, 1931. 

Vice Adm. Luke McNamee, USN, Com- 
mander Battleships, Battle Force, re- 
lieved Admiral Leigh of his duties as 
Commander, Battle Force, on Aug. 11, 
flagship USS California, and assigned 
the rank of Admiral that accompanies 
that command. 

On August 12, Rear Adm. Joel R. P. 
Pringle, USN, Commander of Battleship 
Division 3, Battle Force, relieved Vice 
Admiral McNamee of his duties as Com 
mander, Battleships, Battle Force, flag-

accompanying rank of Vice Admiral.

Admiral Leigh’s Career 


Admiral Leigh was born in Batesville, 
Miss., Aug. 12, 1870, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from Mississippi 
in 1887, being commissioned an Ensign 
July 1, 1893. 

Upon the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American War, Admiral Leigh was at 
the Naval War College under instruction 
and was ordered to the USS Justin, a 
collier attached to Commodore Schley’s 
Squadron, and was transferred in May, 
1898, to the USS Princeton, engaged in 
patrol duty off the coast of Cuba. 

In 1899, he was sent to the Asiatic 
Station in command of the USS Pam- 
panga, seeing active service in the Phi- 
lippine Insurrection for which he was 
highly commended. Upon returning to 
the United States in 1901, he was or- 
dered to the Naval Academy for duty. 
That service was followed by duty with 
the Atlantic and Pacific Fleets. He was 
a member of the Board convened to as- 
certain the cause of the explosion of the 
USS Maine and to lay plans for the 
raising of the wreck in the Harbor of 
Havana, Cuba. 

In 1913 Admiral Leigh was ordered to 
command the Galveston and to take that 
vessel to the Asiatic Station. He re- 
turned to the United States in 1915 and 
served in the Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering, Navy Department, until Janu- 
ary, 1918, when he was ordered to duty 
in charge of all Submarine Chasers in 
European waters. After the armistice, 
he was Assistant Chief of Staff to Ad- 
miral Sims in London and in 1919, Ad-

A general improvement in conditions in the Philippine Islands is looked for by 
American newspapers as a result of the program being put into effect by the new 
Governor General Theodore Roosevelt, Jr. His plan, calling for wider distribution 
of wealth and strict governmental economy, has secured the backing of practically 
all groups in the islands, editors declare. 


“The unanimously favorable venetion in the Philippines to Governor Theodore 
Roosevelt's first message confirms the estimate that was made of it in these columns 
a few days ago,” states the New York Herald-Tribune. “His program is not only 
thoroughly sound, but is politically very astute. No single item on his reform 
igenda is conditioned upon independence, autonomy or the persistence of present 
relations with the United States. Since the Filipinos have developed no partisan 
feeling on any question that is not linked up in some way with the independence 
issue, Mr. Roosevelt has afforded no party leader an excuse for opposing him on 
any familiar political score. Having completely disarmed all possible criticism 
by making himself the champion of the small farmers, who constitute an over- 
whelming majority of the electorate, Governor Roosevelt puts the professional poli- 
tician in such a position that the only competition among them must now be for 
the distinction of giving his plans the heartiest approval. * * * The critical test 
of these assurances will, of course, come with the impending revision of the 
budget; for Mr. Roosevelt's plans call not only for the imposition of new tasks 
on many bureaus without increase of personnel, but also for a ruthless harrowing 
of the weed-grown island bureaucracy.”

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Navy to Observe Eclipse 


The Hydrographic Office of the United 
States Navy is requesting officers and 
passengers on ships at sea in the north 
Atlantic on Aug. 31, 1932, to observe 
and make photographs of the eclipse of 
the sun which takes place that day. This 
information will be of interest to astron- 
omers and will be of especial value if 
the land stations should be cloudy at 
that time. 

Portions of all sea lanes in the North 
Atlantic will be in the area influenced 
by the eclipse. The Navy desires to ob- 
tain data from ships in that area to 
supplement information obtained on land 
and as a stimulus for navigators who 
are cooperating with the Hydrographic 
Office. 

Mariners are requested to forward 
their observations and photographs to 
the Hydrographic Office, Navy Depart- 
ment, which will collect and forward the 
data received to the U. S. Naval Observa- 
tory and to Dr. David Todd, former Di- 
rector of Amherst College Observatory, 
for analyses. Two copies of the informa- 
tien published by the Hydrographic Of- 
fice will be mailed to each participant in 
the observations who gives his name and 
address.

Governor Roosevelt’s Stand 


Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt’s un- 
qualified endorsement of the Democratic 
platform apparently has placed him in 
a quizzical position regarding the Navy 
and National Defense. 

In view of the strong stand assumed 
by Mr. Roosevelt while he was assistant 
secretary of the Navy from 1913 to 1920, 
it is perhaps difficult for some to see him 
standing on the democratic plank which 
while pledging “a Navy and an Army 
adequate for National Defense”, adds 
that such adequacy should be “based on 
a survey of all the facts affecting the 
existing establishments, that the people 
in time of peace may not be burdened 
by an expenditure fast approaching a 
billion dollars annually.” 

Queries to the Governor by the Army 
AND NAvy JouRNAL both by letter and 
telegram in an effort to determine his 
present stand on matters pertaining to 
National Defense have gone unanswered. 

Some of his statements while he was 
assistant Secretary of the Navy are in- 
teresting : 

“If we believe that Congress should 
provide an adequate means of defense 
we should appeal to our Representatives 
in Congress to give us that defense. We 
are confronted with the fact that the 
people do not realize what adequate Na- 
tional Defense means. They must be 
educated to know what it does mean.” 

His solution,of.. ig constitutes ade- 
quate Na id was based, at 
that time, on the advise of the experts 
charged with that function, for he said: 

“When we employ a lawyer we trust 
him to handle our case. When we em- 
ploy a naval officer let us trust to his 
judgement. I have come in contact with 
many classes of people in my life, but I 
want to say that as a body of clean, 
right thinking, honorable men, I have 
never known a body to equal the officers 
of the United States Navy. * * * 

“Whether the United States Navy is 
efficient depends upon the Navies of 
other countries. Let us take the opinions 
and the recommendations of the men 
who can tell us what National Defense 
is. Let us stand by them and put our 
trust in the experts who constitute our 
very first line of defense.” 

Again, too, he pointed out in defend- 
ing the Navy program that “The ques- 
tion of National Defense is essentially 
non-political and non-partisan.” 

“Not one dollar, not one ship, not one 
man,” he declared at one time, “ought to 
be cut from the United States Naval 
program. The program is intended as 
the minimum that can be carried out, 
and while considered very large by many 
people, is distinctly less than that rec- 
ommended by naval experts.” 

In 1919 and 1920 he was a strong ad- 
vocate for an increase in pay to officers 
of the Navy. It was frequently mentioned 
and urged in his speeches. 

Previously when opponents spoke of 
the cost of the Navy, Mr. Roosevelt had 
answered: “Some people have talked of 
the great cost of our Navy as compared 
with some others. The reason is that we 
pay a living wage on an American 
basis.” 

He was a strong Air advocate, too, for 
at the Aeronautical exhibit in New York 
in 1919 he urged that the United States 
should aim for control of the air. 

He frequently spoke in favor of the 
League of Nations. At one of his ad- 
dresses he touched upon the same figure 
now used in the democratic platform— 
$1,000,000,000 a year—but he was apply- 
ing it to the Navy alone. His warning 
was that if the world returned to inter- 
national relations as they existed before 
the war we would have to maintain a 
billion dollar navy. 


“It must happen,” he declared, “if we 
are to maintain our National protection 
on an adequate basis, assuming that in- 
ternational relations go back to what 
they were before. I think it can be fair- 
ly said that our country will demand as 
a whole that our Navy shall be equal to 
the greatest.” 

Since that time Mr. Roosevelt has 
changed his views on the League of Na- 
tions, having thrown it overboard in this 
present campaign. In view of his pres- 
ent silence on National Defense some 
believe there is a possibility he may do 
the same with the Navy. 





Denies Use of Officers 
(Continued from First Page) 

“Should you answer negative the presump- 
tion just expressed, it is requested that you 
point out any legal alternative method where- 
by the Corporation may exercise its discre- 
tion in the matter.” 

Sections 1222 and 1224, Revised Stat- 
utes, the latter as amended by the act of 
February 27, 1877, 19 Stat. 243, provide, 
as follows: 

“SEC. 1222. No officer of the Army on 
the active list shall hold any civil office, 
whether by election or appointment, and every 
such officer who accepts or exercises the func- 
tions of a civil office shall thereby cease to 
be an officer of the Army, and his commission 
shall be thereby vacated.” 

“SEC. 1224. No officer of the Army shall 
be employed on civil works or internal im- 
provements, or be allowed to engage in the 
service of any incorporated company, or be 
employed as acting paymaster or disbursing- 
agent of the Indian Department, if such extra 
employment requires that he shali be sepa- 
rated from his company, regiment, or corps, 
or if it shall otherwise interfere with the 
performance of the military duties proper.” 

The provision in section 4 of the act 
of January 22, 1932, as quoted by you. 
relative to employment of, and payment 
for, personal services, “without regard 
to the provisions of any other law ap- 
plicable to the employment and ecompen- 
sation of officers or employees of the 
United States, “was intended primarily 
to remove the statutory restrictions con- 
trolling the method of employment and 
the rates of compensation of Government 
personnel, such as the Civil Service laws 
and regulations and the Classification 
Act of 1923. And while it might be 
construed as authorizing an .affirmative 
answer to your first question, involving 
only the uses of the ‘corporation’s funds, 
it cannot be construed as exempting per- 
sons accepting such employments and 
payments from the operation of such 
provisions as sections 1222 and 1224, 
supra, involving appropriated funds pro- 
vided for Federal activities other than 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 
See 1 Comp. Gen. 499; also, decision of 
May 20, 1926. to the Chairman. Commis- 
sion on Equitable Use of the Water of 
the Rio Grande, A-14273. 

It has been held consistently that an 
officer of the Army on the active list may 
not be detailed to, or employed on, civil- 
ian duties under the Government in the 
absence of specific statutory authority. 
See for instance Joint Resolution dated 
May 13, 1914, 38 Stat. 772, authorizing 
the President of the United States to de- 
tail Lieutenant Frederick Mears, U.S. 
Army, to perform service in connection 
with the location and construction of 
railroads in Alaska; section 7 of the act 
of June 28, 1902, 32 Stat. 483, creating 
the Isthmian Canal Commission; section 
4 of the Panama Canal Act of August

It is noted that the 
act here in question provides for the ap- 
pointment and payment of compensation 
as employees of the corporation of offi- 
cers and employees of the United States 
in any hoard. commissicen, independent 
establishment..or executive department, 
but it contains no such provision with 
respect to commissioned officers of the 
Army. -See generally 13 Op. Atty. Gen. 
310. and 18 id. 11. 

Your second question is answered in 
the negative and I know of no legal al- 
ternative method whereby the corpora- 
tion may obtain and pay for the services 
of officers of the Army on the active list.

Foreign Notes 

London—A number of claims against 
the United States Government with re- 
spect to war inventions have been put 
before the United States Commission now 
meeting in the offices of the Privy Coun- 
cil.

Taranto, Italy—A total of 100 surface 
ships, 30 submarines, and 23 squadrons 
of airplanes began on Aug. 6 the most 
extensive Naval maneuvers Italy has 
held since the Worild War. The maneu- 
vers are being held in the Central Medi- 
terranean along a coast line of 1,500 
miles. ‘The purpose is to demonstrate 
the possibility of transporting supplies 
from the Italian colonies in North Africa 
to Italy.

Press dispatches from Shanghai report 
that a Col. John L. Jouett, who is said 
to be a former officer of the United 
States Air Corps, has arrived there at 
the head of 16 American aviators to 
take charge of the Chinese Government 
school of aviation. War Department 
records at Washington show no “Col. 
John L. Jouett” as being a former officer. 
However, a John H. Jouett, who had 
been a colonel in the War, resigned his 
commission as a major in the Air Corps 
in March of 1930. Whether this is the 
same officer is not known.

miral Leigh was appointed Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy 
Department. 

From 1920 to 1922, Admiral Leigh 
commanded the USS Tennessee, battle- 
ship, and in 1922 he was again appointed 
Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. He attended the Naval War 
College in 1924 and in April, 1925, was 
appointed to the Staff of the Comman- 
der-in-Chief, United States Fleet, and 
served in that capacity during the Bat- 
tle Fleet’s visit to Australia and New 
Zealand. In 1926, he was appointed 
Chief of Staff. Commander-in-Chief, Bat- 
tle Fleet, and in 1927 returned to the 
Bureau of Navigation as Chief of the 
Bureau. In 1930, Admiral Leigh was 
ordered to duty as Commander Battle- 
ship Divisions, Battle Fleet. with the 
accompanying rank of Vice Admiral. He 
assumed duties of Commander Battle 
Force, U. S. Fleet, on Sept. 15, 1931. 

Admiral Leigh was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for his World 
War service and the decorations of 
Commander of the Order of the British 
Empire, and Officer of the Order of 
Leopold by the Belgian Government. 


Admiral McNamee’s Career 

Admiral McNamee was born in Mount 
Hope, Wisconsin, April 4, 1871, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from 
the 5th District of Kansas in 1888. He 
was commissioned Ensign July 1, 1894. 

During the Spanish-American War, he 
was executive officer of the USS Prince- 
ton, operating in Central American wat- 
ers. In 1900, he was attached to the 
USS Isla de Luzon, stationed in the 
Philippines, and in 1901 was transferred 
to the USS Oregon, Asiatic Fleet. In 
1902 he was attached to the USS Yank- 
ton, engaged in survey duty in West 
Indian waters and in 1903 was trans- 
ferred to the USS Florida, with the At- 
lantic Fleet. 

After duty in the USS Missouri, he 
was stationed in Guam from 1905 to 
1908 when he was appointed Inspector 
of Ordnance and Equipment, General 
Electric Company, Schenectady, N. Y. 
In 1910, Admiral McNamee was Naviga- 
tor and later Executive Officer of the 
USS Connecticut and in 1912 was ap- 
pointed Inspector of Engineering Mate- 
rial for the Massachusetts District. 
During 1914 and 1915 he commanded the 
Sacramento operating in Mexican and 
Central American waters and after com- 
pleting the Naval War College course, 
he served for several months on the staff 
of the President of the War College. In 
April, 1917, he was appointed Chief of 
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Staff, Commander-in-Chief, Pacific Fleet, 
and for his World War service was 
awarded the Navy Cross. He was also 
awarded the decoration of the Legion of 
Honor, rank of Officer, by the President 
of the French Republic. 

In August, 1919, Admiral McNamee 
returned to the Naval War College for 
duty on the staff and the next year 
1920, was ordered to command the USS 
Nevada, battleship. In 1921, he was ap- 
pointed Director of Naval Intelligence, 
Navy Department, and served in that 
eapacity until October, 1923, when he 
was ordered to command the Tennessee. 
In September, 1924, Admiral McNamee 
was appointed Naval Attache, American 
Embassy, London. In 1926, he assumed 
command of the Destroyer Squadrons, 
Battle Fleet, and in 1928 was ordered to 
duty as Director of Fleet Training, Navy 
Department. In October, 1930, he was 
assigned to command Battleship Divi- 
sion 4, Battle Fleet, and on September 
15, 1931, assumed his duties as Com- 
mander Battleships, Battle Force, with 
the accompanying rank of Vice Admiral. 


Admiral Pringle’s Career 

Rear Admiral Pringle was born in 
Georgetown, 8S. ©., Feb. 4, 1873, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from 
the 20th Congressional District of Ili- 
nois in 1888. He was commissioned En- 
sign in 1894. 

During the Spanish-American War, he 
served in the USS Columbia and from 
1900 to 1903 was attached to the USS 
Monongahela. Admiral Pringle was on 
duty at the Naval Academy from 1903 
to 1905 when he was ordered to the USS 
Hartford as Watch and Division Officer. 
Later that year he was transferred to 
the USS West Virginia. 

He served as Ordnance Officer of the 
USS Maine from 1906 to 1908 when he 
returned to the Naval Academy for 
duty. In 1910, Admiral Pringle com- 
manded the USS Perkins and in 1912 
was Executive Officer of the Illinois and 
later of the Nebraska. After a tour of 
duty at the Naval Academy, he served 
as commanding officer of the USS Dixie, 
with additional duty in command of the 
8rd and 4th Divisions, Torpedo Flotilla, 
Atlantic Fleet. 

For his service during the World War, 
he was awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal. He was also awarded the 
decoration of “Companion of St. Michael 
and St. George” by the British Govern- 
ment. 

Admiral Pringle completed the course 
at the Naval War College in May, 1920, 
and reported at that time for duty on 
the staff of the President of the War 
College. From June, 1921. to June. 1923, 
he was in command of the battleship 
Idaho and then returned to the Naval 
War College for duty on the staff. In 
October. 1925, he was assigned as Chief 
of Staff, Commander Battleship Divi- 
sions, Battle Fleet. and in September, 
1926, was Chief of Staff. Battle Fleet. 
He was appointed President of the 
Naval War College in 1927 and served 
in that capacity until June, 1930. when 
he was ordered to command Battleship 
Division 3, Battle Force. 


Admiral Croslev’s Career 

Rear Admiral Crosley was born in 
East Jeffrey, N. H.. Oct. 30. 1871, and 
was appointed to the Naval. Academy 
from the Fourth Congressional District. 
Connecticut, in 1889. He was commis- 
sioned Ensign July 1, 1895. 

He was advanced two numbers in 
rank for eminent and conspicuous con- 
dnct in battle on July 21, 1898. at Nipe 
Bay, Cuba, and participated in an en- 
gagement which resulted in the destruc- 
tion of the Spanish gunboat Don Jorge 
Juan. 

For his service during the World War, 
Admiral Crosley was awarded the Navy 
Cross. 

In 1921, Admiral Crosley served as 
Commandant 7th Naval District with 
additional duty as Commandant Naval 
Operating Base, Key West, Fla. He 
commanded the USS Idaho, battleship, 
from June, 1923, to November, 1925, 
when he was appointed Hydrographer., 
Navy Department, and served in that 





capacity until 1927 when he was ordered 
to command Train Squadron One, Fleet 
Base Force. He reported for duty as 
Commandant 9th Naval District, Great 
Lakes, IIl., July 1, 1929. 





Contacts with Bandits 


Lt. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, USMC, 
commanding the Nicarauguan National 
Guard Detachment, has reported to the 
Department that Guardia patrols had 
had three contacts with bandits, one on 
July 30 and two on Aug. 2. 

Lt. Joseph Michael Broderick (Cor- 
poral, USMC) and Lt. Montenegro, Nica- 
raguan, with Condega patrol, had contact 
with a bandit group of from sixty to 
eighty men on the Coco River, between 
Jinotega and Nueva Segovia Depart- 
ments in Western Nicaragua, at 10 A. M. 
July 30. Bandit casualties, three killed, 
one wounded. The Guardia patrol sur- 
prised the bandits while they were pre- 
paring an ambush at the river crossing, 
and the Guardia captured a_ small 
amount of ammunition, a boat and dyna- 
mite bombs. The Patrol continued 
across the river and destroyed two large 
bandit camps. There were no Guardia 
casualties. 

Guardia patrols led by native officers 
had two contacts, in which bandits were 
routed, with groups, chiefs unknown, on 
Aug. 2. One occurred near Ocotal, in 
Nueva Segovia, and the other near El 
Sauce, in Department of Leon. There 
were no casualties on either side. 

Lt. Harry E. Kipp (Sergeant, USMC), 
and Lieutenant Gutierrez, Nicaraguan, 
with guardia patrol from Jicaro, Nueva 
Segovia Department, Nicaragua, had 
contact with a small bandit group under 
Roque Vargas at 4 p. m. Aug. 2, six 
miles from Jicaro. The bandits fled to- 
ward Chipote and the guardia captured 
food and miscellaneous articles. There 
were no casualties on either side.

Navy Commendations and 
Awards 


Secretary of the Navy Adams has an- 
nounced that the President, in the name 
of Congress, will present the Medal of 
Honor to Comdr. Claud A. Jones, USN, 
and to Machinist Charles H. Willey, 
USN (Ret.). at some future date. 

The citation for Commander Jones 
reads as follows: 

“For extraordinary heroism in the line of 
his profession as senior engineer officer on 
board the U.S.S. MEMPHIS at a time when 
that vessel was suffering total destruction 
from a hurricane while anchored off Santo 
Domingo City, August 29, 1916. Lieutenant 
Jones did everything possible to get the en- 
gines and boilers ready, and if the elements 
that burst upon the vessel had delayed for 
a few minutes, the engines would have saved 
the vessel. With boilers and steam pipes 
bursting about him in clouds of scalding 
steam, with thousands of tons of water com- 
ing down upon him and in almost complete 
darkness, Lieutenant Jones nobly remained at 
his post as long as the engines would turn 
over, exhibiting the most supreme unselfish 
heroism which inspired the officers and men 
who were with him. When the boilers ex- 
ploded, Lieutenant Jones, accompanied by 
two of his shipmates, rushed into the fire 
rooms and drove the men there out, dragging 
some, carrying others to the engine room 
where there was air to be breathed instead 
of steam. Lieutenant Jones’ action on this 
occasion was above and beyond the call of 
duty.” 

The citation for Machinist Willey 
reads as follows: 

“For extraordinary heroism in the line of 
his profession while serving on board the 
U.S.S. MEMPHIS at a time when that vessel 
was suffering total destruction from a hurri- 
cane while anchored off Santo Domingo City, 





August 29, 1916. Machinist Willey took his 
station in the Engineer’s Department and re- 
mained at his post of duty amidst scalding 
steam and thousands of tons of water com- 
ing into his department as long as the engines 
would turn and until he was ordered to leave. 
When the boilers exploded he assisted in get- 
ting the men out of the fire room and carry- 
ing them into the engine room where there 
was air instead of steam to br 
chinist Willey’s conduct on this o 
above and beyond the call of duty? 

Secretary of the Navy Adams has 
awarded letters of commendation to 
William Hargis Adams, gunner’s mate 
third class, U. S. Navy, Norman Spear 
Pulver, gunner’s mate second class, U. 8. 
Navy, and Arthur Daniel Perkins, sea- 
man first class, U. 8S. Navy, members of 
the anti-aircraft battery repairs party 
on board the USS Colorado at the time 
of the explosion of No. 8 anti-aircraft 
gun Nov. 5, 1931. 

Secretary of the Navy Adams has sent 
a letter of commendation to Ens. Frank 
F. Gill, USNR, for his brave and timely 
attempts to rescue his passenger after 
an airplane crash in San Francisco Har- 
bor. The letter to Ensign Gill states: 

“A reading of the record of the proceed- 
ings of a Board of Investigation to inquire 
into the crash of U. S. Navy landplane 02C-1 
Number 8761 in San Francisco Bay on April 


10, 1932. and resultant death of Joseph E. 
Green, Seaman ic, F-1, USNR, convinces the 


Navy Department that you merit commenda- 
tion for your action in rescuing the body of 
Green. 

“It appears that when you found that the 
plane was out of control, you ordered Green 
to jump and did the same yourself. Green's 
parachute did not open until he was a short 
distance from the water and he became en- 
tangled in the fastenings of the parachute, 
struggled and finally disappeared below the 
surface of the water and did not come up. 
Meanwhile, you had landed in the water 
succeeded in extricating yourself from 
parachute and then went to Green’s re 
assisted by a Mr. Moore who rowed fr0m 
shore in a boat. Arriving at the spot where 
you thought Green had disappared, you dived 
for him and fortunately located him in the 
first attempt, threw him over the side of the 
boat and held him there while being rowed 
to shore. 

“The Department considers that your ac- 
tion as above related is in accordance with 
the best naval tradition and reflects credit 
on the naval service as well as on yourself. 
You are hereby highly commended for your 
unselfish effort in this instance. 

“A copy of this letter will be placed on 
your official record.” 

Secretary of the Navy Adams sent a 
letter of commendation today to Richard 
Everette Douglas, Seaman first class, 
U. S. Navy, and a recommendation to 
the Secretary of the Treasury for the 
award of a Silver Life Saving Medal in 
recognition of his courageous act in res- 
cuing a shipmate from drowning. 

The Secretary of the Navy issued let- 
ters of commendation Aug. 8 to Dwight 
Elwin Maxim, seaman first class, U. 8. 
Navy, and Stanley Thomas Piekos, Tor- 
pedoman first class, U. S. Navy, both 
attached to the USS S-45, for rescuing 
their commanding officer, Lt. H. H. Mce- 
Lean, USN, from drowning.

Mayo led the defending 
champion, the Swedish star, Sven Alfred 
Thofelt, thereby smashing Sweden’s bid 
for a clean sweep of the competition. 

The other Americans came in far be- 
hind Mayo, Lt. Brookner K. Brady tak- 
ing eleventh place and Clayton J. Mans- 
field gaining thirteenth place. Brady 
was sixteenth in the last event with a 
time of 17:3334, and Mansfield was 
eighteenth in 17 :41%.

WITH A CLARITY THAT ADMITS OF NO misunderstanding, President 
Hoover, in his speech of acceptance of the Republican nomination, stated his 
position in the matter of National Defense. He sought no refuge in the fog of 
that much used and much abused word “adequate” which appears in the plank 
of the Democratic platform and which Governor Roosevelt approved with whole- 
hearted emphasis in spite of the support he gave to a billion dollar navy when 
assistant secretary of the navy. Boldly the President said, “I insist on an Army 
and Navy which guarantees that no foreign soldier will land on American soil.” 
As strength is relative, he favors every arms reduction—and note this—which 
assures that situation. 

With the principle sharply defined by the President, the services, as well as 
all those concerned in the matter of National Defense will be in hearty accord. 
Our Army and Navy are not maintained for aggression. They are the instruments 
of defense of American soil everywhere—continental United States, Alaska, Panama, 
Hawaii, Philippines, and our other overseas possessions. Advisedly, the President 
points out their strength necessarily is relative to that of other nations, but he 
leaves no doubt that whatever reductions may be made, still must American pro- 
tection be guaranteed. What he said will give no comfort to those pacifists who 
would disarm the nation in the face of an armament burdened world, but it will 
appeal to the moderates who, like the services, desire the minimum of strength 
consistent with national safety, and even to those who go beyond parity, since 
their ideal likewise is American protection everywhere. We regard the position 
of the President as impregnable, and commend it to the support of every patriotic 


American. 





A FINE SERVICE TO the Nation is being rendered by all advocates of Na- 
tional Defense in placing candidates for public office on record on this important 
matter. This is no time to neglect apprising candidates that there is a strong 
underlying body of public opinion which is emphatically opposed to the effort to 
weaken the United States. Pacifist societies are busily engaged in presenting 
their views to President Hoover and to Governor Roosevelt; and we are informed 
local branches are contacting all candidates for the Senate and House. Members 
of the National Guard and Reserves are doing good work in this connection. They 
should have no fear, in spite of Representative Collins and others, that their 
activities will be embarrassed by the fact that they hold commissions. Working 
along the same lines should be every one who realizes that only through arms that 
can be rapidly made strong can the government express its will and avoid inter- 
national difficulties. Secretary Stimson described this week the virtues of the 
Kellogg pact and the value of the consultation between nations, which it permits. 
It occurs to us there has been consultation between nations before the Kellogg pact, 
and that when conditions were ripe they were fruitful of the same rsults which 
Mr. Stimson has achieved. With Europe in combination in consequence of the 
Lausanne Conference, with Asia at war, and with revolutions in South America, 
it is clear it would be folly not to proceed with the upbuilding of the Navy and 
the maintenance of the Army at least at its present strength. So, all friends of 
National Defense, get the views of candidates and vote for them accordingly. 





WHERE DOES GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT stand on National Defense? Since 
he was Assistant Secretary of the Navy the world has emerged from the great war 
and the conditions with which he was familiar and discussed at the time have 
altered materially. We know he has endorsed the National Defense plank of the 
Democratic platform, but that plank is based upon untruth, and pledges a survey, 
and a survey would be made only to effect reduction. Immediately after his 
nomination, we telegraphed the Governor asking where he stood on this vital 
subject. Weeks have elapsed, and we have received no answer; and we rather 
think the Governor feels that political interest requires him to maintain silence. 
The country is entitled to know whether he is for the establishment of naval 
parity and the development of the Army and Air forces to their necessary strength, 
and we therefore urge every interested citizen to write and request his views. If 
he is for disarmament, what kind of disarmament, and is he for or against Amer- 
ican disarmament first, as advocated by the pacifists? We know where the Presi- 
dent stands; we can say now that had Congress passed the bill reducing the com- 
missioned strength of the Army he would have vetoed it. 

With the President on record, we repeat that Governor Roosevelt likewise 
should express his views. Ask him to state them without equivocation! 





WE DO NOT PROPOSE TO LET the country forget that there are two 
essentials for the efficiency of the Army and Navy yet to be provided, first, pay 
revision, which includes not only restoration to the pay established by law and 
modified by the Economy law, but the increase demanded by living costs, and, 
second, promotion reform for the Army. It is a welcome fact that the agricultural, 
industrial and financial skies are lightening, and if this satisfactory development 
should continue then there is not the slightest reason for withholding the justice 
to which the Services are entitled. From many sources we have received letters 
approving the suggestion of Representative McSwain that there be Army promotion 
legislation during the coming session. Of course, there are numerous solutions of 
the problem, and there is the further embarrassing obstacle of additional expense. 
We may expect the Government to continue to hold on to every dollar with a 
niggard’s hand, and in any promotion reform proposed the question of cost must 
be considered with care. But we have no doubt that General MacArthur would 





be able, by picking a little from this activity and a little from that, to provide 
whatever extra expense might be involved. In any case the matter is of such | 
great importance that we hope the country will insist upon the enactment of a bill 
which will merit the general approval of the land and air forces.

W. L. M.—Reference your letter of re- 
cent date, we can inform you that you 
would not be authorized to remain at the 
place of your leave on temporary duty 
from the time your leave expired until 
the date you are supposed to report at 
Fort Benning. This was allowed only in 
the case of officers who were already on 
leave when the Economy Act was passed, 
we are informed. As to detached ser- 
vice, this may not be allowed to circum- 
vent the purpose of the Economy Act, 
but may still be given for a legitimate 
purpose, and would have to be author- 
ized by your present commanding officer. 
Neither could you take your leave from 
Aug. 1 to Sept. 1 and then report to 
Fort Benning. You would have to either 
delay taking your leave so as to report 
to your new station at the time directed 
or report back to your old station, if 
you de not wish to take more than one 
month's “payless furlough.”

Joel R. P. Pringle, 
now holding, as commander, battleships, Battle Force, the temporary rank of Vice 
Admiral. Rear Adm. David F. Sellers is the next ranking officer with time to 
serve. Both of these officers are rear admirals of the upper half. Virtually all 
of the rear admirals of the lower half would have time left to serve the full four 
years. 
Of course it is possible that one who has not time enough left to serve the 
full four years may be selected. Admiral Pratt, it is noted, will go out for age 
after serving only a little more than two years of his term. One hears in this 
connection many names, among them Rear Admiral Richard H. Leigh, who this 
week took command of the United States Fleet with rank of Admiral, and Rear 
Admiral Luke McNamee, now commanding the Battle Force with the rank of

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Hawaii on Trial.—awaii should not forget that it is on trial not only with respect 
to the Navy and the Army but the country as a whole. In an address delivered 
Aug. 8 before the American Legion Convention at Honolulu, Rear Admiral Yates 
Stirling, commandant of the Fourteenth Naval District, used this expression: “You 
in Hawaii need the good opinion and respect of the Navy more than the Navy 
needs your approval.” Hawaii, it is true, is at the cross roads of the Pacific: 
it is a most desirable naval base for the United States, both for the protection of 
our interests in the Far East and the Pacific as well as for the defense of the 
western Slope. It is likewise true that the interests of Hawaiians as well as 
Americans require the most thorough harmony. But the prosperity of the Islands 
depends very largely upon the Navy, as well as the tourist trade which it helps 
to promote. If the Hawaiian people should permit the continuance of the outrages 
which are a blot upon their fair name, undoubtedly our naval activities would be 
restricted, and the money which the Fleet spends whenever in the vicinity of 
Honolulu would be diverted to other ports. We trust Hawaii will take to heart 
the advice which Admiral Stirling has offered, and, through peace and order and 
the display of active loyalty, enable that cooperation which is essential if the 


base is to have the value the Navy requires.

New System of Selecting Chief Petty. Officers——A new procedure has been outlined 
by the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, for the selection of Chief Petty 
Officers. 

The Bureau will inform the service annually of the ratings for which recom- 
mendations are desired, and of the approximate number in each rating which will 
be placed on the eligibility list. Closing date for acceptance of recommendations 
in the Bureau will be Dec. 1. 

To be recommended, all men must be qualified in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Bureau of Navigation Manual. Particular attention is invited to 
articles D-5106 and D-5107, Bureau of Navigation Manual. Men on shore duty 
may be recommended if so qualified. The Bureau will in no case waive the required 
one year’s sea service in first class rating. 

The men finally selected for the eligibility list from the recommendations 
received in the Bureau will be those who attain the highest final averages in 
accordance with the following standard:

Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt has been silent in this 
matter, though approached for his views. 
Is it because he is in sympathy with the 
marchers? Or is it because while ap- 
proving the President’s course he hopes 
to gain votes through the impression 
that he disapproves of what was done. 
It occurs to me the Governor should be 
required to answer the question: “Do 
you approve or disapprove of the action 
taken by the President and the Army?”

Speaking of “parlor pinks,” once in a 
while I read the New Republic. That 
journal of the intelligentsia joins with 
Mr. Hearst and the self-selected authors 
in denouncing the President’s conduct, 
and with little regard for the truth 
speaks of “Bullets for the B. E. F.” It 
also prints an appeal of the Secretary 
of the “World Congress Against War” 
for funds to defray the expenses of 
American participation in that gather- 
ing. Here are some expressions of high 
pressure salesmanship: “An American 
delegation must be sent to the Congress; 
a delegation which will be strong enough 
to mobilize the entire American people 
to chain the hands of the militarists, to 
muzzle the cannon of war. You are 
forced to contribute heavily to help the 
government build battleships and to 
manufacture poison gas for the destruc- 
tion of mankind. Are you willing to 
contribute for a powerful movement to 
resist war?” I suppose, to be inelegant, 
that suckers continue to be born every 
minute, and that the members of the 
delegation are looking forward to a 
pleasant trip at other people’s expense.

Announcement was made this week of 
the appointment of three young naval 
lieutenants as White House aides—Don- 
ald R. Tallman, on duty with the Infor- 
ination Section of the Navy Department, 
und Harold C. Pound and Charles S.

At a time when pay, 
under the guise of furlough and cut in 
allowances, has been reduced, it occurs 
to me that the White House or Navy 
Department fund should be drawn upon 
to help out all the Army and Navy offi- 
cers on duty at the White House.

The exclusion of fermented beverages 
from French naval canteens aroused a 
storm of protest in the Chamber of De- 
puties and has resulted in the adoption 
of a resolution inviting the Minister of 
Marine to permit their sale. The can- 
teens now can sell only lemonade, and 
nothing is more gagging to the sensibil- 
ities of the average Frenchman. The 





Ministry of Marine declares there will 
be no change in policy, especially as a 
pint of wine is served as a part of the 
daily ration, and when unusually hard 
work is performed this amount is in- 
creased. If prohibition should be re- 
pealed, will the War and Navy Depart- 
ments permit the sale of beer and light 
wines in post exchanges and ship stores 
as was formerly the case?

The United States very properly could 
take a leaf out of the book of Italian 
naval policy. The Mussolini government 
has announced that after the present 
maneuvres all obsolete and obsolescent 
men-of-war are to be placed in reserve, 
and only modern craft are to be retained 
in commission. The new fleet will com- 
prise ships of medium and light tonnage 
and a great force of airplanes. Among 
the former is the light cruiser Nicoloso 
da Rocca, which made a record’ of 42 
knots for six consecutive hours. The 
Rome government is a realist govern- 
ment; it demonstrated that fact by its 
contemptuous attitude toward the ad- 
journment resolution of the Geneva con- 
vention and by its failure to reach a 
naval agreement with France. With no 
other possible enemy in sight, Mussolini 
is building to promote Italian interests 
throughout the Mediterranean area, and 
the Naval staff at Rome undoubtedly is 
relying upon air and submarine offense, 
coupled with fast scouting and operating 
ships, to achieve this objective.

Church services were held on the fri- 
gate Constitution at Washington last 
Sunday for the first time since 1881. 
Lt. Stanton W. Salisbury, Chaplain 
USN, officiated, Rev. Edgar Cordell 
Powers, Chaplain of the Maryland Na- 
tional Guard, preached, and the Navy 
Band furnished the sacred music. The 
Rev. George William Brown, general sec- 
retary of the American Bible Society, 
presented Commander Louis J. Gulliver, 
commanding, with a Bible for the ship, 
and bibles later were presented to each 
officer and man. The Constitution has 
two other holy relics—one, the Bible 
taken from the Java after her surrender 
to “Old Ironsides,” and, the other, a 
rosary presented personally to the ship

Dr. Mary E. Wooley, when she re- 
turned from Geneva, described the Ge- 
neva disarmament conference as “a 
promise, not an end,” and found much 
encouragement in a group of representa- 
tives of various hations assembled to- 
gether, seriously arguing, and pausing 
to light each other’s cigarettes. Senator 
Swanson, more practical, reports that in 
consequence of the attitude of Japan 
another treaty for the reduction of naval 
armaments “may be very difficult to ac- 
complish.” Germany is making no secret 
of her determination to obtain recogni- 
tion of her right to equality in arma- 
nents. The thought comes to me that 
one of the reasons of Europe’s resent- 
ment of the attempt of the United States 
to force it to disarm is the fact that its 
population and industrial strength make 
it relatively far more formidable than 
any other nation, and without weapons 
the western colossus would be able to 
impose its will in international affairs.

197, providing that the 
militia and National Guard shall consist 
of enlisted personnel between the ages 
of 18 and 45 years, the enlistment of a 
person therein between the ages of 16 
and 18 years is void and no pay or al- 
lowances, including travel allowance on 
discharge, accrue under such void enlist- 
ment. 1186. 

A-42251. (S) Pay—Longevity—Mem- 
bers of the Naval Reserve. For pay pur- 
poses under section 3 of the act of June 
10, 1922, 42 Stat. 627, commissioned of- 
ficers of the Naval Reserve are entitled 
to credit for service in the U. S. Coast 
Guard in temporary appointment prior to 
July 1, 1925, under the act of April 21, 
1924, 43 Stat.

In 1924 he commanded the 
USS REID, destroyer, and from 1926 to 
1929, served as naval attache at the 
American Embassy, Tokio, Japan. In 
1929, he was ordered to duty in connec- 
tion with the fitting out of the heavy 
cruiser USS PENSACOLA and was exe- 
cutive officer of that ship when she was 
commissioned. In 1931, he reported for 
the course of instruction at the Naval 
War College Newport, R. I., and in June, 
1932, was attached to the staff of the 
War College.

The revised volumes contain informa- 
tion with regard to port and harbor 
conditions; port customs and regula- 
tions; services and charges; fuel and 
supplies ; and facilities available for ser- 
vice to commerce and shipping, includ- 
ing piers, wharves, dry docks, ship repair 
plants, coal and oil bunkering facilities, 
grain elevators, storage warehouses, bulk 
freight accommodations, floating equip- 
ment, wrecking and salvage equipment, 
railroad, steamship and air lines, and 
their charges and practices in connection 
with terminal service. The foreign and 
domestic commerce of the ports is dis- 
cussed, and detailed statistical tables 
are included showing the total traffic 
handled at the ports for the ten-year 
period ended December 31, 1930, and an 
analysis of the origin of imports and the 
destination of exports through the ports 
in 1980 is also given. Tables are in- 
cluded showing railroad rates covering 
the commodities moving to and from the 
ports in the import, export and domestic 
trade, as well as the steamship rates 
over foreign and intercoastal routes.

Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federal 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending August 3 as reported 
by the Federal reserve banks, was 
$2,416,000,000, a decrease of $18,000,000 
compared with the preceding week and 
an increase of $1,445,000,000, compared 
with the corresponding week in 1931. 

On August 3 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,388,000,000, a decrease 
of $34,000,000 for the week. This de- 
crease corresponds with a decrease of 
$60,000,000 in member bank reserve bal- 
ances and an increase of $27,000,000 in 
monetary gold stock. offset in part by an 
increase of $38,000,000 in money in cir- 
culation and a decrease of $14,000,000 in 
Treasury currency, adjusted. 

Holdings of bills discounted decreased 
$9,000,000 at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of San Francisco, $7,000,000 at Cleve- 
land, $6,000,000 at Atlanta, $5,000,000 each 
at New York and Chicago, $4,000,000 at 
Philadelphia and $38,000,000 at all Fed- 
eral reserve banks. The system’s hold- 
ings of bills bought in open market in- 
creased $1,000,000 and of United States 
Treasury notes $55,000,000. while hold- 
ings of Treasury certificates and bills 
declined $50,000,000. 


Merchant Marine Reserve 


When the SS Manhattan, Capt. George 
Fried (who holds a commission in the 
United States Naval Reserve), com- 
manding, the largest trans-Atlantic liner 
built in the United States, cast off her 
mooring lines from the U. S. Lines docks 
at Hoboken and steamed down New 
York Harbor on Aug. 10, on her maiden 
voyage across the Atlantic, she was fly- 
ing the coveted Merchant Marine Naval 
Reserve pennant. This flag is a blue 
burgee pennant with the U. 8S. Naval Re- 
serve seal in gold and is the privilege 
of those American merchant vessels of 
which the Captain and fifty per cent of 
the officer personnel have enrolled in the 
Merchant Marine Reserve. 

Captain Fried is a veteran of the 
North Atlantic and has over 28 years of 
distinguished service in the Navy and 
the Naval Reserve. While in command 
of the SS America he skilfully brought 
his ship to the Florida during a hurri- 
cane off the Atlantic Coast in 1929, 
lowered a boat in heavy raging seas and 
effected the rescue of the Florida’s crew. 
He was awarded the Navy Cross by the 
President on Feb. 6, 1926, “for heroism 
and devotion to duty while commanding 
the steamship President Roosevelt when 
that vessel was engaged in the rescue 
of the crew of the British steamship 
Antinoe during a raging hurricane.”

Army’s Service Praised 


The Chief of Staff has forwarded the 
following letter to Brig. Gen. Perry L, 
Miles, Commanding Sixteenth Brigade, 
Washington, D. C.: 

“I wish to commend you for the 
highly efficient manner in which you 
conducted the operations of your 
command during the civil disorders 
in the District of Columbia July 28- 
30, 1932. The troops were rapidly as- 
sembled, promptly moved to the field 
of disorder, and skillfully employed. 
Perhaps no duty which falls to a 
military force is so difficult of suc- 
cessful handling as that imposed by 
the necessity of composing civilian 
riots. Your command was notable in 
its forebearance in handling disor- 
derly civilians; in its soldierly per- 
formance of so disagreeable a duty: 
and in its general exhibition of 
strictest discipline. Largely because 
of this the operations were carried 
through to a successful conclusion 
without firing a shot and without 
serions injury to either soldiers or 
civilians.”

The Directors of the Washington Board of 
Trade representing 3800 business and pro- 
fessional men of the city hereby extend to 
the President of the United States the 
heartiest commendation of his prompt action 
in preventing serious disorders by dispers- 
ing the several thousand invaders of the 
Community when their riotous behavior 
placed them beyond control of the civil 
authorities and endangered lives and prop- 
erty of our citizens as well as the peace and 
safety of the Nation’s Capital. 

The Board also extends its praise to the 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia 
and the Metropolitan Police Department 
whose patience and forebearance in the 
treatment of these men were exhibited to a 
remarkable degree during a period of two 
months in which the constantly increasing 
number of men, among whom many were 
found to be imported communistic agitators 
and men of criminal records, presented @ 
series of trying and serious problems. 

The Board also expresses its appreciatien 
to the United States Army for dispersing

¥Yrom its inception the march upon Wash- 
ington constituted a serious menace to the 
health, peace, and safety of the citizens, and 
further constituted and finally developed 
into an effort to coerce and intimidate by 
force a procedure to which no form of re- 
sponsible government, municipal or other- 
wise, can acquiesce without imperiling the 

Community or national integrity. 

These men without visible means of sup- 
pert encamped in the midst of a large city 
on property by “squatter methods.’’ The men- 
ace of these thousands of men living in 
squalid condition, totally without sanitary 
facilities continuously presented = serious 
possibilities of disease and epidemic. The 
constant activities of this group so occupied 
the time of the local police force that the 
city was flooded with panhandlers and vag- 
rants of the roughest elements, almost with- 
out restriction, so that men, women, or 
children could venture but a short distance 
without being acosted. Hundreds of infrac- 
tions of laws designed for the protection of 
citizens remained unenforced and unheeded 
by reason of the demand upon the local 
police force to work continuously without 
leave to cope with the greater problem of 
the encamped marchers. The impossibility 
of the continuance of such a situation is 
self-evident. Every available evidence has 
indicated that for weeks the kindliest per- 
suasive methods were used to encourage 
these men to disperse. They were allowed 
to parade, the right of peaceful assemblage 
in any section of the District, and were at 
no time denied the rights accorded any 
other citiezns. Upon the adjournment of 
Congress thousands of veterans sincere in 
their purpose returned home after they had 
felt the usefulness of their presence here 
had been served. Several thousand others 
reuuained a burden upon this Community. 
Through a process of infiltration a large 
element of non-veterans and agitators mixed 
with them, with the result that the men 
were constantly being stirred to greater 
agitation, resulting in marches upon and at- 
tempts to picket the White House, and 
threats of violence. This situation was 
tolerated to the utmost and not until the 
civil auhorities were met with extreme vio- 
lence which only could have been met with 
the use of fire arms by the police, were 
other methods taken to restore and insure 
the restoration of order without bloodshed. 

The Board is in no way passing upon the 
merits or demerits of the Cause which these 
men represent, but in its opinion no useful 
purpose can result in these invasions of the 
Community, rather they result in the aliena- 
tion of sympathy and in hardships to the 
participants themselves, and upon the eciti- 
zens of the city, whether it be Washington 
or elsewhere. The assemblage of thousands 
of invaders in a Community with no visible 
means of support no matter what the pur- 
pose, constitutes a serious menace which 
cannot be ignored. In this instance the re- 
fusal of the men to heed peacable requests, 
and the use hy them of violent physical 
force, left no other recourse and the Presi- 
dent and civil authorities regardless of their 
policies or sympathies one way or another 
maintained that attitude towards the preser- 
vation of public order expected by the great 
of the American people from those 
officiais in whom they entrust the preserva- 
tion of their wellbeing. 

The Board further desires to point to the 
provision of the United States Constitution 
which states as far as the responsibilities of 
the Congress is concerned in reference to 
the District of Columbia, “to exercise ex- 
clusive legislation in all cases whatsoever 
over such District not exceeding ten miles 
square, as made by Cession of the particular 
States and acceptance of Congress to be- 
come the seat of the Government of the 
United States.” This will serve as a re- 
minder that the very Cause for the selection 
of the District of Columbia as the seat of 
the Federal Government was to establish an 
area in which it could function freely and 
unintimidated to express the Will of the 
whole country, and that it grew directly 
out of the experience of the Congress which 
while meeting in Philadelphia was subject 
to the invasion of dissatisfied groups during 
which its very existence was menaced. 

The Board further expresses the hope that 
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in the national interest, municipal and state 
authorities will discourage this practice of 
forcible invasions of communities and that 
such steps be taken to prevent the reoccur- 
rence of similar occasions in the National 
Capital. 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED, That 
a copy of these resolutions be sent ‘to the 
President of the United States, the Secre- 
tary of War, the President of the Board of 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia, 
the Superintendent of the Metropolitan Po- 
lice Department, the Governors of the forty- 
eight States, and Presidents of all Chambers 
of Commerce and Boards of Trade through- 
out the country.

Anacostia 

The authority of the government of the 
United States as it represents the collective 
body of American citizenship was challenged 
and its survival menaced, by a ragtag army 
of malcontents at the nation’s capital. 

The challenge was accepted yesterday and 
met by a show of force which quickly and 
effectively dissipated the menace. The inci- 
dent at Anacostia Flats will become a tradi- 
tion. 

At a time when grubs of revolution and 
degenerative social upheaval are gnawing at 
the very foundations of the American gov- 
ernmental order, it may have a_ salutary 
effect. 

Whatever the standing of those who defied 
the government may have been, it had been 
converted, in recent days, into that of a 
radical annoyance. Yesterday’s “showdown” 
was inevitable. 

The diplomatic representatives of every 
nation accredited at Washington watched 
closely to see whether the government would 
stand fast in the face of threats. 

It had been blantantly gossiped that if the 
armed forces of the United States were set 
against men who had worn the same uniform 
they wear, they would turn their backs on 
those who gave them orders. 

Yesterday the President of the United 
States issued an order to the Army of the 
United States. 

The order was obeyed. 

Let those who dare assail the basic struc- 
ture of the American governmental system 
take heed. 

“Discipline” 

One aftermath of the forced evacuation of 
the Washington bonus army camps was a 
barrage of telegrams from American Com- 
munists threatening the President and thus 
every citizen. 

Such threats are no more alarming than 
the jackal’s cry when it has been aroused by 
the night roar of the lion. 

The “battle” of Anacostia ended as it 
should have ended, and as Americans, having 
faith in the force of their government, be- 
lieved it would end. 

That those who defied the government 
should have brought about a situation where 
it was compelled to display its ordinarily 
earefully concealed iron hand was disgrace 
fully un-American. 

Now that it is over, those who approve the 
governinent’s action will extend grateful com- 
mendation to General MacArthur, chief of 
staff, and to every Army officer and enlisted 
man who carried out their commander-in- 
chief’s order. 

The precision and co-ordination with which 
the regulars moved against the bonus army 
showed careful planning. 

The manner in which officers and men op 
erated in provocative situations proved pres- 
ence of a high degree of discipline. 

The humanitarian way in which the move- 
ment was made is in keeping with the Amer- 
ican army tradition. 

The general feeling of pride in the entire 
troop operation and its impressive display 
of loyalty is one which every honest Amer- 
ican has a right.

War Dept. Anniversary 


Celebrating the 143rd aniversary of the 
founding of the War Department in 
1789 when George Washington signed 
the Congressional act in New York City. 
then the capital of the United States. 
Assistant Secretary of War Frederick H. 
Payne was the principal speaker at 
ceremcnies held Monday. August 8, at 
4 TP. M. in the old Federal Hall Capitol 
replica building in Bryant Hall, New 
York City, by the New York City Com- 
mission for the Celebration of the 200th 
Anniversary of the Birth of Washington. 

The War Department anniversary cer- 
emonies in the Federal Hall replica at 
4+ TP. M. followed the City Hall re- 
ception. Maj. Gen. William N. Haskell, 
commanding New York National Guard; 
Brig. Gen. John F. Daniell, chairman 
of the military and naval affairs divi- 
sion: and Grover A. Whalen, general 
chairman of the New York City Com- 
mission, opened an exhibition of mod- 
ern military and aerial equipment, un- 
der the direction of Maj. Gen. Dennis B. 
Nolan. commanding the Second Corps 
Area, U. S. Army, who is cooperating 
with the George Washington Bicenten- 
nial Celebration. 

In his address Mr. Payne outlined the 
peace time services of the army, includ- 
ing pioneering, construction, administra- 
tion, relief work and research. He also 
paid tribute to the troops for their re- 
cent handling of the bonus marchers in 
Washington. 

Outlining the events that led up to the 
calling out of the troops he said that 
while originally the groups of men lob- 
bying in Washington for the immediate 
payment of the bonus had been largely 
World War veterans, “with the adjourn- 
ment of Congress many of the more sub- 
stantial among them began to leave 
Washington.” 

“They were replaced to some extent 
by newcomers,” he said, “many of whom 
were not ex-soldiers and among whom 
was a large seditious element. Organ- 
ized efforts were made to inflame the 
bonus marchers against the national and 
local governments, and against their 


own chosen leaders.” 

After recalling the expeditious way in 
which the bonus marchers were routed 
after the troops had been called, he said: 
“In all this time not a shot was fired. 
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of superficial injuries to civilians remain 
unverified. The conduct of the soldiers 
was exemplary. All humanity was used 
toward the bonus marchers at every 
stage of the operation. Thus ended the 
event, in many respects unique in our 
history, but characterized for the army, 
as representative of the executive power, 
by traditional devotion to our national 
interests and by moderation and good 
judgment in the handling of a funda- 
mentally unpleasant mission.” 

In citing its valued peace time actiy- 
ities, Mr. Payne pointed out that the 
army’s part in the opening up of Amer- 
ica to civilization is seldom realized. 

“It was the army,” he said, “that built 
our first roads and railroads. It was 
the army that preceded the westward 
advance of the settlers, smoothing the 
way before them and bringing law and 
order into the savage regions that were 
their destination.” 

Maj. Gen. Denis E. Nolan, commander 
of the Second Corps Area, quoted George 
Washington on the need for adequate 
defense and pleaded against any further 
reduction of our land forces.
